The letter 
stated a new assessment would cost 
$835 ‘The reduction from the pre- 
vious assessment being made  poss- 
ible on account of the fact that the 
detailed ‘record of the previous as- 
gessment; were available in the town 
ofrice, which would save re-measur- 
ing most of the buildings, but that 
every building or structure will have 
to be re-examined in detail and ne- 
valued. The figure of $335 includes 
all lands, improvements and assess, 
ment for business tax purposes, On 
@ motion by Councillor Michael and 
Deshayes it was decided to appoint Mi 
Bowers assessor, He is to be noti- 
fied to come as soon as possible and 
the secretary is tio notify the Depart- 
ment of the appointment. 

A bylaw had been introduced ai 
the meeting held on January 24th al- 
lowing 4 per cent interest on pre- 
payment of 1938 taxes and it was 
given its first) reading at that meet- 
ing. It was found, however, thal 
there was no provision in the Town 01 
Village Act for this. Accordingly tt. 
bylaw was rescinded,

REMOVE SNOW 
FENCE OBSTACLES 


Alberta intends to see that thera 
are no obstacles to motor  traffi) 
caused by lack of snow fences, it ap- 
pears from an act to amend the pub- 
lie works act which has been intro, 
duced in the legislature. 

The new act permits officials of 
the public works department to eirect' 
snow fences upon any land alongside | 
a highway and to have the right to 
enter upon the land from time ta 
time to replace, repair and remove 
such fences, 

Furthermore, no person shill be eny 
titled to any rent or compensation 
whatsoever for the erection of snow 
fences. 

‘When the bill was debated in the 
lezislature, Hon W.A. Fallow, minis- 
ter of public works, stated that while 
most people were agreeable to hav- 
ing snow fences erected, there was an 
odd case where the land owner want- 
ed compensation, At the same time 
the department was prepared at any 
time to adjust damages.

There is not a single country where 
the entire population enjoys a 
standard of nutrition adequate for

Committee of the League of Nations. 
Sir John Orr, probably: the world’s 
greatest expert on nutrition, last 
year came to the same conclusion. 
“Millions are underfed!” he said. 


Farmers are eager to supply the 
extra food needed by city people, in 
return {fi.\: whith city people are 
eager to supply the additional goods 
and commodities which farming peo- 
ple so badly need, Why are not these 
simple exchanges taking place? 
Some say it is because the capitalis- 
tic system, the economic system, the 
methods of distribution and market 
ing, of transportation and of bank- 
ing, have broktm down; but this can- 
not be, for all these concerns and 
businesses are most eager to bring 


In my humblt opinion it is actually 
statemanship the world over that 
has broken down. Those in charge 
ot our affairs, by means of high 
tariffs, quotas and other restrictions, 
are curtailing the exchange of farm 
products for city goods, feeling, ap- 
parently, that thy less we all buy and 
sell somehow the more we shall all 
have, What a sad and pathetic fallacy! 
If ij were not so tragic it would be 
just silly. j

Two Methods Of Approach 

In governmental administration there are two roads which lead towards 
the goal of equilibrium between income and outgo. One of these is the 
path of reduced expenditures; the other, and sometimes the more easy one, 
is the broad road of greater revenues. The former is the real test of 
efficiency, so long as it is not carried beyond the point which would cause 
rejection, if the “penny wise, pound foolish’ test were applied to it. 

On the other hand governments are wont to congratulate themselves 
when the money tinkles in the cash register in increasing volume on the 
ground that it is a sign of increasing prosperity and prosperity, of course, 
they say, is due to the policies of the administration that happens to be in 
office at the time, which may or may not be true, or which may be only 
true in part.

It has been pointed out time and again, but the fact is often overlooked, 
that there is only one source of governmental revenue—taxation in some 
form or another. The money must come out of the pockets of the prople 
ultimately. directly or indirectly.

It may be in the form of an increase in rates or a decrease in 
exemption of direct levics or it may be in the form of increased rates on 
indirect tariffs and charges on goods and services, or it may represent}

Platinum In Alaska 
Production Last Year Was Valued 
At Nearly $242,000 
Eleven years ago platinum was 
discovered at Goodnews Bay, off 
Bering Sea, by Charles Thorsen, a 
“sourdough” prospector. The work- 
ing of deposits along certain streams 
by modern dragline excavators com- 


operations had so increased as to 
merit the description of a rush. A 
bucket dredge was installed and is 


|; of platinum, valued at nearly $242,- 
| 000, were produced: last year by the 
new district, and indications are that 
this year. production will be even 
larger. Annual world production 
rarely exceeds 300,000 ounces. 

Dr. J. B. Mertie Jr., of the Geo- 
logical Survey, found that the prob- 
able source of the Alaskan platinum 
is an elongated ridge seven miles by 
two, called Red Mountain. The 
plat'num placers lie in an area which 
was not in the path of large Ice Age 
glaciers advancing from the moun- 
tain region northeast of Goodnewn 
Bay, and the deposits thus escaped 
being gouged out and carried away. 

A new note in Science says that 
the deposits resemble geologically 
the rich placers of the Ural Moun- 
tains. Like the Russian deposits, the 
source rock contains insufficient 
platinum for profitable working, but 
the stream beds, where platinum 
freed from the source rock through 
millions of years of erosion has col-j} 
lected, can be dredged for the metal 
profitably. This year, unless the 
ponds freeze up too soon, the Diesel- 
powered dredge will scrape up nearly 
20,000 ounces of platinum metals 
from the bed of Platinum Creek.— 
New York Sun.

Construction of a six-inch pipeline 
from the Turner Valley -o'l field to 
Calgary. a distance of 45 miles, will 
be started immediately by the Royal- 
ite Oil Company, a subsidiary of Im- 
perial Oil, it was learned. 

W. S. Campbell, president of ,the 
Alberta Petroleum Producers’ As- 
sociation, advised officials of the as- 
sociation by telegram from Ottawa 
of Royalite’s decision to construct 
the new line. : 

The pipelinc, it was _ reported, 
would increase facilities for trans- 
porting crude o!l from the field to 
Calgary to 24,000 barrels daily. The 
total potential of the 35 producing 
wells in Turner Valley is estimated 
at 26,000 barrels daily. 

The present pipeline, a four-inch 
one, also optrated by Royalite, has a 
daily capacity oi 13,000 barrels. 

Mr. Campbell also advised associa- 
tion officials the Royalite company 
had agreed to transport through its 
pipelines the oil produced by all com- 
panies, but that only the amount of 
oil allowed under the 42 per cent. 
pro-ration schedule will be handled.

Early Sheep Shearing 


Ranchers In Arizona Found 
Increased Wool Clip 

Sheep ranchers in the Yuma Val- 
ley of Arizona have learned they can 
increase their wool clip by shearing | 
in November, instead of in January 
or February, as has been customary. 

The innovation resulted from the 
discovery of one stockman, who did 
his clipping early last year, that he 
averaged about two pounds more to 
each sheep. He also caught an 
earlier, higher market and got a bet- 
ter price for his wool, The sheep are 
said to suffer no ill effects from 
earlier shearing. This year’s total 
clip in the Yuma and Blythe (Cali- 
fornia) districts was almost 100,000 
pounds more than normal, There are 
about 42,000 head of sheep kept on 
farms in this area,

Italian Venture Not Proving As 
Profitable As Expected 


In his despatch to the Sunday Sun 


G. Gardiner, suggested that the world! 
outlook is improving and that this

Fascist powers are encountering in 
Asia, Spain and Africa, putting his 
main emphasis on the apparent fail- 
ure of the Italian venture in Eth‘o- 
pia. His disclosures regarding Ethio- 
pia are significant. 

Admitting first of all “that a na- 
tion armed to the teeth can play 
havoe with an unarm:d and helpless! 
people, especially in these days of | 
mechanized warfare,” Mr. Gardiner 
points oft that military conauest is 
merely a preliminary step. The real) 
problem, that of consolidating and} 
exvloiting one’s conquest, begins only 
after the soldiers Rave done their| 
work. The Italian victory in Ethio-| 
pia, Mr. Gardiner declares, was “a 
calamity for the Ethiopians,” but, | 
he adds, “it is proving no less a 
calamity for the Italians.’ 

According to information reaching | 
London, the Italian army is virtually | 
marooned in this unfriendly country. 
The people of Ethiopia are openly 
hostile. They “are refusing to till 
the land or contribute to the produc- 
tion of raw materials.” The ‘“most} 
virile’ of them are abandoning their! 
native land and taking refuge in the 
neighboring British colony of Kenya. 
Commercial restrictions and _ price} 
fixing, Mr. Gardiner continues, are 
impoverishing Ethiopia’s trade, s0 
that the value of that country as a 
market for Italian goods has de- 
clined. 

Information from other quarters 
fully substantiates Mr. Gardiner’s 
report. Great military festivals have 
|}been held in Addis Ababa. The} 
Italian press continues to talk of the 
| enormous economic good that is go-|

Vagaries Of Lightning 
Travels At A Speed Of 10,000 Mites | 
A Second ‘ | 
Measurement of the speed of| 
lightning, at 10,000 miles a second, | 
was reported to the American In-| 
stitute of Electrical Engineers at! 
Pittsburgh, by Karl B. McEachron. 

The speed was timed at the Em- 
pire State Building in the heart of 
New York city. This world’s tallest} 
building is struck oftcner than any 
other known place on earth, Mr. Mc- 
Eachron said. It acts like a needle) 
to draw electricity. 

A motion picture camera, on top 
of a skyscraper half a mile from the 
Empire State, has caught every 
flash for three years. It is part of a, 
lightning laboratory directed by Mr. 
McEachron for the General Electric 
Company. 

New facts have been discovered. 
The most interesting, Mr. McKEach- 
ron said, is that a tall building uses 
a tongue of fire to whredle lightning. 
Frequently before lightning hits the 
Empire State a spindling tongue of 
flames leaps upward from the top of 
its 1,250-foot tower. It guides the 
lightning that always follows, crash- 
ing down to the tower. 

The scientific importance of this, 
said Mr. McEachron, is to prove that 
the shape of an object on earth will

The first time a lightning camera 
catches a stroke hitting a tree, Mr. 
McEachron said, men will understand 
why it is dangerous to be under- 
neath. Sparks and streamers of fire 
will be seen spreading over the 
ground at the base of the trunk, he 
predicted,

Jewish Persecution 


Can Only Be Solved By Mass Exodus 
To The Holy Land 


The problem of Jewish persecu- 
tion can be solved only by a mass 
exodus of Jews to the Holy Land, 
Viadimir Jabotinsky, militant leader 
of v..2 Zionist Revisionists, declared. 

Interviewed by Havas, the Re- 
visionist chief, whose party is on the 
extreme Right Wing of Z’onist fac- 
tional’sm, proposed transplantation of 
7.000 000 Jews to Palestine within a 
generation. 

Changes in cabinets or regimes 
are only episodes ' Jabotinsky said. 
“The ultimate solutiorf can only be 
large-scale emigration, which is 
both possible and practicable. 

Palestine, including Transjordan, 
is a country of 100,000 square 
kilometres (38 244 square miles), In 
the entire country there are to-day 
only 1,500,000 inhabitants, one-third 
of them Jewish. 

“Colonized at the density of 
France (with 75 p:rsons to a square 
kilometre) it would be able to 
accommodate more than 7,000 000 
and at the density of Switzerland, 
10,000,C00; that is enough room for 
the native Arabs, their descendants, 
the Jewish exodus—and peace.” 

Such a program, Jabotinsky added, 
“is more than possible—it is inevit- 
able. It is useless to ask why anti- 
Semitism triumphed in such and) 
such a country or if there is danger | 
of its developing in another country. | 
The evil is winning out because the| 
only remedy—exodus—is still being} 
blocked. As the remedy is applied, | 
the evil will decrease. 

“Our resolutions will go before the| 
League of Nations, the British Gov- 
ernment and all other friendly Gov-| 
ernments, They consist of three de-| 
mands: 

“1, Convoke an international con-! 
ference of interested states to solve | 
the problem of Jewish emigration; 

“2; Adopt our ‘10-year plan’ for| 
the transformation of Palestine, in-| 
cluding Transjordan, into a majority 
Jewish state by colonizing 1 500,000, 
immigrants as the first step in the 
great exodus; 

“3. Reconstruct the Jewish agency 
established by the Palestine mandate | 
(from the League to Great Britain). 

“To-day the Jewish agency repre- 
sents only five per cent. of the Jew-| 
ish people, and we demand that | 
henceforth it be elected by universal 
suffrage. - 

“The international conference will 
probably also concern itself with) 
extra+Palestine projects, .such -as| 
Madagascar (French Colony which! 
has been suggested for Jewish set-| 
tlement). I wish all success to these | 
plans, but frankly I do not expect 
it. The sole reality is Palestine on) 
the two sides of the Jordan.”

Two New High-Powered Stations
